GRAVE DAMAGE BY SEA. 
NO REPAIRS IN CLARE 
EVENT OF STRIKES. . 

At the last meeting of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Clare County Council there were 
under consideration reports as to the grave 
damage done by sea erosion along the Western 
coast. Up to the present attention had been 
directed mainly to the destruction of the pro- 
minade at Lahineh, but to this must now be 
added serious inroads at Kilkee and Quilty. 

Mr. Frank Dowling (County Surveyor) said 
that the damage at Quilty was serious, and 
would cost a large sum of money if it were to 
be repaired, Already a cottage had been in- 
volved, and there was every reason to fear a 
rapid extension‘of the damage. At Kilkee the 
roadway in the west end had “een under- 
mined to a point directly under the middle of 
the road, the sea having eaten into a cliff 
about fifty feet high. 

Mr. Denis Healy said that, to he really 
effective, the works required at Kilkee would 
cost half a million. 

Mr. T. Falvey replied that a whole terrace 
of houses was involved, and should be pro- 
tected. 

The’ Survevor said that he did not think 
that anything could be done at present. Later 
the best plan would be to divert the road from 
the cliff-side te the back of the terrace, which 
would allow another fifty yards of grourd for 
the sea to swallow. By the time that was 
done the present County Council would not be 
interested. (Laughter.) 

No action was taken in respect of those twe 
places, 

A deputation, however, attended from La- 
hinch, and urged that repair works should be 
undertaken at once to prevent the total de 
struction of the village during the coming 
winter. The Council had allowed £5,000 for 
temporary works, but had expended only 
£1.300 when a series of labour strikes and 
disputes compelled the Surveyor to abandon 
the project. 

The Surveyor now

said that the Council 
should not atteimpt to do any repairs by direct 
labour. He had had to face a succession of 
strikes there whenever he tried to do any- 
thing for the place, and everyone concerned 
with the works (with the exception of Mr. 
Tom Blackwell) had tried to exact the last 
halfpenny from the Council. Unless a Lahinch 
man undertook the contract, and was gnaran- 
teed immunity from strikes, he would recom- 
mend the Council not to do any work there. 
If temporary repairs were now done by con- 
tract they would serve as a basis for the 
permanent works for which they were geeking 
a grant of £14,000. 
The deputation undertook to do their utmost 
fo make such atrangements with labour in 
the district ag would avoid the recurrence oi 


| strikes, and intimated that, pending the deci- 


sion of the Government as to the issue of a 
grant for the permanent works, the Local 
Improvement Committee would consider the 
question of undertaking temporary repairs 
themselves by contract.

MEMORIAL TO MR. JOHN 
DONOVAN 


UNVEILED BY MR. JOSEPH 
DEVLIN. 

At Milltown Cemetery, Belfast, Mr. Joseph 
Devlin, M.P., yesterday unveiled a memorial 
to the late Mr. John T. Donovan, Barrister-at- 
Law. former Nationalist member of Parlia- 
ment for Wicklow, who for many years took 
a prominent part in the Irish Nationalist 
movement. The memorial took the form of a 
handsome Celtic cross of Kilkenny limestone, 
with a portrait bust of Mr. Donovan. : 

Mr. Devlin, in unveiling the memorial, 

ke of Mr. Donovan as a beloved friend and 
a gifted and patriotic Irishman. In all his 
experience of private and public life he had 
known few more lovable and self-sacrificing 
Trishmen than John Donovan. He did great 
work for Belfast and for Ireland, and he 
richly deserved a place in the historic memory 
of our time. This monument was a tribute 
of affection and gratitude from all quarters of 
Ireland and from all sections of his country- 
men: but it was especially the tribute of his 
old friends and comrades in Belfast who knew 


“him from boyhoot to manhood and shared 


with him the hopes and fears, the dreams and 
the disillusion which were common to those 
who devoted themselves unselfishly to the 
cause of Irish liberty. John Donovan loved 
Belfast, and nothing in life would have given 
him greater comfort than the thought that his 
name and memory would be honoured as they 
are to-day.

From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 
ENNIS, Saturday. 

Sharp resentment was expressed by the 
Clare aimee at a largely -attended meeting 
here to-day at the criticism directed against 
them because of their presumed failure to keep 
more of their lands under tillage. Special 
attention was directed to a recent speech by 

r. J. J. Walsh, Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, at Bandon, in which he dealt with 
this subject. 

Colonel O'Callaghan Westropp, speaking as 
president of the Clare Farmers’ and vice- 
president of the Munster Farmers’ Union, said 
that he desired to reply officially to Mr. 
Walsh. and to his hints in the direction of 
compulsory tillage. He prefaced his remarks 


with an allusion to the fact that the Minister { 


for Posts had intruded into the province of 
the Minister for Agriculture. He suspected 
that there was a reason for the mnovation, 
and his opinion was that it was to be found 
in the fact that the Minister for Posts was the 
chief organiser and director of Cumann na 
nGaedheal activities and a frequent speaker 
on their platforms. 
OBJECT OF ATTACK. 

Mr. Walsh had made certain statements 
when, Colonel Westrepp believed, acting on 
information supplied by his staff. But they 
had served him very badly in the matter and 
had not prepared the facts properly for him. 
Why had an important Minister and the chief 
man of the party organisation delivered such 
an attack on the industry by which the whole 
country lived? It could not be temper, It 
was a considered and careful plan of attack. 
The reason for it was to divert attention from 
other matters. 

In Clare one-eighth of the farmers had been 
brought to the verge of ruin by the mortality 
amongst their live-stock. What had the 
Government done for them—a Government 
kept in office by the Cumann na nGaedheal? 
lt had presented them with an absolutely. un- 
workable remedy in the shape of co-operative 
credit societies, of which the people did not 
know how to avail themselves. Yet that 
Government could spend God knew what on 
sugar beet and five millions sterling as a mere 
beginning on the Shannon scheme, whilst the 
farmers of Clare were left without cattle on 
their lands and up to their eyes in debt, 

GOVERNMENT TO BLAME. 

Continuing, Colonel Westropp said that Mr. 
Walsh had referred to a “ progressive Govern- 
ment like ours.’’+ It ce BE him of an order 
reported to have been given by a militarv 
officer to his troops—‘' Advance three paces 
backwards and dress by the gutter.” Their 
Government was not progressing, but was ad- 
vancing rapidly backwards towards national

boy was taken to the County Hospital and 
brought next morning to the infirmary, where 
ls Was operated on, and died on Tuesday

night. If there had been he would have sent,

Over three hundred visiting officers from 
all parts of Great Britain and Irelani 
were present, and the meeting marked the 
forty-second year of the life of the organisa. 
tien. Mr. J, A. Roxburg, D.L., Glasgow 
Brigade President, presided. 


REVIEW AT. LANSDOWNE 
ROAD. 
A DRAMATIC EPISODE. 


A dramatic and touching episode occurred 
in the Battalion Review of the Boys’ Brigade 
at Lansdowne Road Football Ground, Dublia, 
on Saturday night. 

The Dublin Battalion—about 750 officers and 
boys beitig on parade—had almost completed 
the ceremonial of a Review in approved military 
fashion. Drawn up as a battalion of three 
companies in review order, they had given 
the general salute, had been inspected by 
Lord Ardee, had marched past the saluting 
base in column. When they had completed 
re-formation in review order, the spectators 
were watching how these small but well-drilled 
lads would perform that difficult movement, 
the general advance. Here, however, came 
that variation which so moved all spectators 
crowded on the big stand and at the railings. 

In the distance, a band played the first line 
of the song, “Where are the Boys of the Old 
Brigade?’’—then paused. A bugle sounded 
the ‘‘Fall-in.” The band began again, but 
its music was overwhelmed immediately by a 
‘great roar of cheering, as from behind the 
bank on the far side of the ground there ap- 
peared the head of a column of ' Old Boys ” 
vi the Brigade. : 

The incident was so unexpected, so welh- 
devised, and so happy a complement to the 
review proper, adding the loyalty to Brigade 
traditions of past members to the evidences of 
present members—enthusiasm contained in the 
excellent marching and appearance of the Lat- 
talion, that it could not fail to sir the 
emotions of the many hundreds of people who 
watched it. 

Platoon after platoon, marching in fours, 
issued from behind the bank; and as they 
swung past the saluting base, where the 
“ B.B. ” standard waved in the breeze, one 
noted the large proportion of men wearing 
British war medals—in some instances lony 
rows of them. When the march-past was 
completed, it was estimated that about 700 
past members had turned out for the parade. 

THE CLIMAX. 

The climax was yet to come. After the 
“Old Boys” had been drawn up in line in 
front of the Battalion, the whole parade of 
close on 1,500, presenting at that moment a 
fine spectacle, a few further orders were given 
quickly, and the next, one saw, as cheering 
was renewed by the spectators, was the whole 
parade advancing by companies in another 
march-past. 

They marched to the tune of '' Auld Lang 
Syne,”’ and as they approached, it was to be 
seen that the lines consisted of past and 
present members alternately, and hands were 
linked along each line. Some of the smaller 
boys could hardly reach up to the hands of 
their older eompanions in this march. The 
hundreds of spectators massed on the grand 
stand rose to their feet and joined lustily in 
the well-chosen marching tune. 

Among many “old boys” who were 
present, though not able to take part in the 
march, was Mr. William Connor, who, if not 
the first captain of a Boys’ Brigade Com- 
pany in Dublin, was one of the earliest, and, 
at any rate, was the oldest Dublin ex-captain 
available. In contrast with the group of 
veteran past-members in which Mr. Connor 
was included was the assembly of “ Boy 
Reserves,’’ bright-looking boys in sailor-cap 
uniform. mostly of eight or ten years of age— 
the juniors of the Boys’ Brigade organisation, 
not yet of age to be enrolled in the eom- 
panies with winch they are affiliated, but 
hoping and preparing for membership. 

The Inspecting Officer was Lord Ardee, 
C.B., C.B.E., who was accompanied by Dr. 
J. <A. Roxburgh, Prigade President, and 
other officers of Brigade Headquarters; Mr. 
George Birney, Dublin Battalion President,and 
other officers of the Dubiin Battalien. Mr. 
H. P. Evans was in command of the 
battalion on parade, and Mr. A. W. 
McDermott commanded the parade of past 
members. Mr. Charles Purdie, Battalion 
‘Treasurers was in charge of the parade as a 
whole, assisted by Mr. G. W. Shannon, Mr. 
E. J. Connor and Mr. H. P. Crawford, Mr. 
McDermott’s assistants in the past-members’ 
parade were Mr. A. P. Barber and Mr. H. B.

LORD ARDEE'S TRIBUTE. 

Lord, Ardee addressed the parade after the 
general advance m review order. He con- 
gratulated all econcerned—first, the boys on 
“the most excellent march past that I have 
ever seen any boys put up.’ 

‘I am an old soldier myself, of twenty- 
five years’ regimental service,” Lord Ardee 
said, ‘‘and | have seen many inspections. 
An inspection of this nature is the result of 
a great deal of hard work, and not only that, 
but zeal shown by the officers first and fore- 
most, and then unstinted willingness on the 
part of the boys. 1 am sure that your past 
members will. agree with me in this, that the 
boys put up an extraordinarily ,good display.

NEED OF DISCIPLINE.

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The Most Rev. C. F. D'Arcy, D.D., 
Primate of All Ireland, was the special 
preacher at Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, 
yesterday morning. Taking as his text ‘‘ By 
faith Abraham went out, not knowing whither 
he went, for he looked for a city that hath 
the foundations Whose Builder and Maker is 
God’’ (Heb. XI.. 8.10). His Grace, in the 
course of his sermon said :- 

“I have chosen this subject' for to-day 
because the annual meetings of the Boys 
Brigade Council for these islands are taking 
xlace in Dublin at the present time. It is a 
Mail anis reflection, when you look at a 
great gathering of young people, to think 
that every one of them is an adventurer, 
facing an unknown and mysterious future, 
animated by high hopes, confronted by 
incalculable forces, good and evil, capable of 
high attainment, capable also of. terrible 
disaster. The thrill of adventure stirs the 
heart of every boy. The energies which are 
thus called forth need direction and unifica- 
tion if they are to be employed for good. 
Left to themselves they may become devas- 
tating fires; righly guided, they will be 
mighty powers lop the highest and noblest 
purposes 

‘It is the aim of the Boys’ Brigade to bring 
to bear upon them the influence of Christian 
faith and the uniting agency of brotherly 
fellowship in self-discipline. What a noble 
aim? What a splendid task? And the work 
has borne fruit abundantly, It would be 
impossible to estimate the good which has 
been accomplished. To implant in the hearts 
of the boys of our land that Christian faith 
which can renew and inspire—to send them 
forth into the world to the adventure of life 
with character already shaped in the right 
way—to teach them the need of self-discipline 
—to prepare them to fight against the evil 
and for the good—for God—for Christ ; these 
ate purposes of the Boys’ Brigade. May 
God continue to bless its endeayours and 
make it more and more a potent means of 
good.””

A great responsibility 
rested upon the clergy Sunday and day 
school teachers, and, abové all, upon parents 
to see toit that the little mimds were so 
instructed, the little characters so framed, 
the little hearts so influenced that they may 
receive the knowledge of God’s love and 
grace, which would remain with them to the 
end. 

But important though these early years 
were, to his mind there was a more important 
period, and that was the period between 12 
and 17 years, when the minds and characters 
were opening and expanding: the period when 
friendships were being made—friendships 
which may make or mar the whole future 
life: the périod when childhood was giving 
place to manhood and womanhood, and when 
young people needed all the teaching and 
guidance and kindly help that they could pos- 
sibly get. 

The Boys’ Brigade brought boys under good 
strong discipline. Boys were taught to re- 
spect authority; the importance of obeying 
orders; quickness, smartness and self-réspect. 
They. were taught the value of efficiency. That 
was the value of drill, which formed the 
foundation of Boys’ Brigade work. ; 

But the Boys’ Brigade did far more; its 
object was to advance Christ's Kingdom. A 
boy needed religion no less than a man; let 
them. make no mistake about that; and the 
secret of the success of the Boys’ Brigade was 
that it put Christ first. That was its great 


object—to bring boys into touch with Him— 


their best Friend.

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THREE KING’S CO, MEN CHARGED 
WITH MURDER. 

Charles Molloy and Peter Molloy, brothers, 
Dernagun, Ferbane, and Michaei Coyne, 
Touraun, Ferbane, King’s County, have been 
arrested and charged with the murder of 
John Finlay, Tullamore, on February 12, 
1925. Binlay was a vanman in the employ- 
ment of a Tullamore firm. ‘The accused were 
brought before Mr. Larkin, P.C., at Ferbaie, 
charged with the offence and remanded in 
quent to Ferbane District Court on Thurs-

John MeCormack, Leabeg, stated that on 
the date in question he saw the accused 
standing round a van and horse.

While the 
struggle was going on he heard a shot and 
saw the driver of the van fall on his back 
on the road. He was eighty yards from 
where the van was. He did not see any other

He handed in statements made by the accused, 
and asked for a remand. 


AUDITOR’S CHARGES 


KING’S CO, OFFILCLAL 
REPLIES. 


‘This scare about embezzlement or people 
running away with money was not justified. 
There was no foundation for it. They were 
satisfied that there was no embezzlement or 
falsification of accounts, or anything like 
that, and it was well that the public should 
know it.” 

The above statement was made by the 
Chairman, the Rev. E. O'Reilly, P.P., Kil- 
corm@c, at the meeting of the King’s 
County Committee of Technical Instruction 
ai Tullamore, when the report of the auditor, 
Mr. J. M. Martin, on his recent audit of 
the County Technical Instruction Committee 
accounts were read. The auditor made cer- 
tain charges against the Secretary of the 
Committee, Mr. Delahunty. The latter now 
stated, in reply to the auditor’s comments on 
travelling expenses paid to the Secretary, 
that, as principal and organising Secretary, 
he could visit any district of the county 
whenever he could find it convenient to get 
away from teaching and office work. During 
the period ander audit he had general san 
tion from the Committee in connection with 
the special work of preliminary organisa- 
tion with the Carnegie Library scheme. 
His (the Secretary's) vouchers did not 
specially mention the work of the Carnegie 
scheme. 

DOING GOOD WORK. 

Amazed and dumb-founded at being 
sworn immediately on the opening of the 
audit, he completely forgot for two tortuous 
days the work he had done for the Carnegie 
scheme. This scheme was finally approved, 
and the maintenance and equipment grant, 
£2,000, passed by thg Trust. ‘The first pa) 
ment from this fund would naturally be the 
reimbursement of the Technical Instruction 
Committee’s fund for the preliminary ex 
penses incurred. That was a matter of 
business, and the Committee has made the 
necessary claim. The auditor stated that the 
Rev. Mr. Humphreys (Chairman of 
Finance Committee) was completely musled 
but the Rev. Mr. Humphreys would answer 
that. 

The Chairman 
Kilcormac): said that as far as 
mittee were concerned, they thought 
Secretary was doing good work in 
through the county canvassing and orgamnis 
ing. They thought that Mr. Delahunty, 1n- 
stead of censure, deserved to‘ be com 
plimented, because his work was" not eas) 
work. He (the Rev. Chairman) and others 
thought, in fact, that Mr. Delahunty had 
overworked himself in his zeal for the spread 
of technical education. 

The Rev. Mr. Humphrevs read a letter he 
had received from Mr. Fletcher, of the Depart 
ment of Agriculture and Technical Instru 
tion, stating that in view of the serious a 
tions made against the principal Secretary, 
Mr. FE. J. Delahunty, by the Auditor, he re 
quested that the Committee take the matte 
into consideration without dejay, and inform 
the Department of their deqsion. 

INSUPERABLE DIFFICULTIES. 

The Rev. Mr. Humphreys said that no one 
acquainted with the local conditions could 
understand the almost insuperable difficultiés 
they had to contend with in establishing the 
technical classes throughout the county. The 
Committee were under the impression that the 
use of a motor car for Mr. Delahunty 
considerably lessen the larger travelling ex- 
penses incurred to carry on the classes in such 
widely scattered centres as they had in the 
county. and it was for that reason that they 
sanctioned it. The sooner the Department 
stated definitely the exact extent and condi- 
tions under which travelling expenses were to 
be given the better. They* considered Mi 
Delahunty was to blame for several matters 
he undertook far too much work, and wa 
repeatedly told so. His teaching alone wa 
more than enough for any one man. 

The Rev Mr. Benshedre then referred to M 
Delahunty’s work under the Carnegie schem« 
which was successfully completed. Had this 
work been explained to the Auditor it would 
undoubtedly have modified his report. 

The Rev Brother Thompson, M.A., suggest ed 
that the matter be adjourned so that he.and 
other members would have an opportunity of 
considering the report. 

The Rev. Father Kinahan supported this 
view 

Mr. Rogers, State Solicitor, agreed with 
what Father O'Reilly had said. 

AUDITOR'S CRITICISM, 

The Rev. Dean Craig said that they. could 
ask the public to withhold judgment until the 
matter was further discussed. 

Mr. Rogers said that this Committee had 
not passed judgment on the Secretary, and 
they disapproved absolutely of the publica- 
tion of the Auditor's criticisms without hav- 
ing published with it Mr. Delahunty’s rep!) 
and the reply of the Committee. 

The Chairman said there was a point raised 
in the report about initialling the register here 
and in Banagher the same night.

teaching to outside centres the rule was that 
his assistant would, take up his classes here 
for him.

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LADY EMLY. 


We regret to announce that Lady Emly, 
wife of Gaston Thomas William Monselil, 
second Baron. Emly, died at his Lordship’s 
County Limerick seat, Tervoe, on Saturday 
morning.

President Cosgrave’s Offer. 


We print elsewhere President Cosgrave’s 
important statement to a deputation from 
the Royal College of Physicians in Ire- 
land. It is important in two respects; for 
it confirms the country’s sense of the 
gravity of the medical crisis and at the 
same time suggests at least the possibility 
of a way of escape. On the one hand, the 
Free State Government is resolved to 
establish a separate Medical Council and 
Register for the twenty-six counties. This 
decision, Mr. Cosgrave announces, is 
“ definite and final,” and, if the medical 
profession refuses to accept it, the Govern- 
ment is “prepared to go to the country 
and fight the matter on the hustings.’’ 
On the other hand, the Government finds 
itself compelled to make some concession 
to the storm of protest which its sudden 
and arbitrary decision has provoked. 
Hitherto it has taken the attitude that, 
having abolished the British Register, it 
will have no responsibility for the future 
of the Free State’s medical schools. As 
Mr. $. L. Brown, K.C., showed in our

approval and support of the Free State 
Government. Mr. Cosgrave now recognises 
this fact. He invites the medical pro- 
fession’s aid in the framing of his pro- 
posed legislation, and promises that, when 
the bill has heen drafted, his Government 
will approach the British Government 
“with the view of obtaining some form 
of reciprocity between the two countries.” 
Furthermore, Mr. Cosgrave appears to be 
ready to prolong the tenure of the British 
Register until the new arrangement has 
been settled. 

We may be sure that the medical 
will consent to no arrange- 
which them to 
render. any particle of the privilege 
that they enjoy under thé British 
Register. For this reason the Colonial 
Register is ruled definitely out of court— 
as Mr. Cosgrave himself seems to admit. 
The possibility of the doctors’ co-operation 
depends, therefore, on the Executive 
Council’s success in obtaining from the 
British Medical Council and from the 
British Government terms which, while 
respecting Mr.. Cosgrave’s acute sense of 
constitutional dignity; will not endanger 
the status or professional prospect of a 
single student, present or fu'ure, of the 
Free State schools. Can such terms be 
obtained? Mr. Cosgrave is an optimist on 
the subject; but, if he has any solid 
reason for. his optimism, he ought to 
reveal it to a perplexed and anxious 
nation. Mr... Brown, a distinguished 
expert in all matters of the law, will 
say no more than that “the suggested 
arrangement is at least a possible one” ; 
and Sir Arthur Chance, who stands 
high in the counsels of the medical pro- 
fession, fears that even Mr. Brown is an

and its problems. It. is believed that 
friction between the two Marshals has been 
ended by the division of duties, and, 
perhaps, the gravity of the military situa- 
tion will bring about a united and deter- 
mined effort to press home the French 
attack to victory. The Riffian forces and 
the tribes which have revolted in sympathy 
have enjoyed a much larger measure ol 
success than could be inaicated by a map of 
the seat ofWwar. Abdel Krim is using against 
the French those tactics which Colonel 
Lawrence, with his irregular Arab army, 
used so successfully against the Turks. 
He strikes and retires, and his largest 
engagements are but reafguard actions. 
He cannot drive the French Army out of 
Morocco, but he believes that he can render 
its task so difficult and the French occupa- 
tion so cos. y and uncomfortable that the 
French taxpayer will see himself loaded 
with a costly and fruitless campaign. The 
French zone represents, roughly, two- 
thirds of Morocco. To the North the 
Spanish zone is a scene of humiliation, 
where, withdrawn to the very coast-line, 
the Spanish forces stil] are subjected to 
harassing attacks. There is virtually no 
effective resistance, since the Directory 
finds the nation utterly unwilling to sup-

Neither of these colonial wars 
excites the sympathy of the Frenchman in 
the streets and the cafés; his interest is 
not engaged as when the German enemy 
was pressing into France. Therefore, it 
is necessary Marshal - Pétain 
General Sarrail to attain large and speedy 
successes if the impassioned, but evasive, 
tribesmen are not to wear out the patience 
of the French taxpayer. If those two 
soldiers cannot repeat with guerrilla foes 
the defeat which they inflicted on a 
mightier enemy, a humiliating peace may

Science and Language. 


It has been said that a mathematical 
theory is not complete until it’ can be ex- 
plained to the man in the street—provided 
that he is not in a hurry to catch a train. 
Sir Oliver Lodge, writing in the Observer, 
contends that, while formula and equa- 
tions are use/ul to experiménters engaged 
in research, it ought to be possible always 
to explain scientific results in plain 
English, While granting that technical 
names for new and unfamiliar things must 
be invented, “let us try,” says Sir Oliver, 
“to keep the names as short and as ex- 
plicit as possible, and let us limit such 
nomenclature to things that really require 
names; but with all the connecting parts 
of the sentence, and with nearly all the 
other parts of speech, let us use 4 
vocabulary not too remote from ordinary 
life, only warning the reader that the 
words used are to be understood accurately 
and carefully, not in hasty, slipshod 
f-shion.’’ Men of science have a weakness, 
p-xhaps, for large and imposing terms, and 
too often they prefer the jargon of the 
laboratory to simple language. On the 
other hand, here are not a few books 
which havs attained the rank of classical 
literature, although scientific in theme and 
more or less technical in treatment. A 
Darwin can write with all the accuracy 


of epithet required by science and yet | 


with all he grace and persuasion of an 
artist in words, The cumbrous terms which 
science devises for the purposes | 
generalisation servé their turn while 
thought is abstract.. They. may be dis- 
c-rded when the man of science would 
speak of things in particular. It may be 
convenient to think of the equine species, 
bu; a sharper imag- stands in the reader's 
eyo when he reads of horses. Needlessly 
complex or abstract language befogs human 
intercourse. Technical instructors report 
that they enjoy much better results when 
they offer classes in “ house management ' 
than when they propose to give instruction 
in “domestic economy.” It “has been 
observed. that what cannot be said in the 
English of the Bible is not worth the 
saying.

detrimental effect upon the entire organisa- 
‘tion of public health in Dublin. In the ‘city 
there are probably more hospital beds, 
.a wider variety of hospitals, in proportion to 
the population, than in any other city in the 
world. These hospitals are mainly voluntary, 
and in consequence their continued existence 
is bound up with the maintenance of the 
medical school in its present flourishing con- 
dition. Bernard Shaw must have had Dublin 
in mind when he said that only the very rich 
or the very poor could command the highest 
medical skill in our day. And this skill is at 
the disposal of the very poor only throngh 
the clinical system. If that be destroyed, the 
services now placed at the disposal of the 
very poor gratuitously must cease.

“IRISH HORSES AT | MAIL DELAYS IN | 


BELFAST. 


A RETURN TO THE 
HOLYHEAD ROUTE? 


- 


From Our. BELFAST CORRESPONDENT. 


There is growing dissatisfaction amongst 
Belfast business men at the serious delay 
and irregular service which are now main- 
tained in the delivery each morning of the 
first English mail. 

A few years ago the Holyhead-Kings- 
town route, which gave an early delivery 
and a more efficient service, was abandoned 
in favour of the Stranraer-Larne route. 

Efforts were mada to s -up the latter 
route, but the scheduled time for the arrival 
of the mails via Larne is too late to secure 
a reasonably early forenoon delivery ‘of the 
principal London mail, and the train almost 
daily is hopelessly behind the scheduled time, 

On the other hand, the train connectin 
with the Holyhead mail boat arrives in Bel- 
fast with remarkable regularity at 9.10 a.m., 


‘sometimes two hours ahead of the Stranraer 
i i 


mail. 

Although this is the guickest route to Bel- 
fast, it was abandoned by the British Post 
Oflice íor the ofhcial reason that the mails 
would have to be carried through the Free 
State, and the handling by the Free State 
Post Office would entail extra expense. 

It is suggested, however, that an arrange- 
ment less elaborate than the old sorting vans 
could be made whereby sealed bags could ‘be 
carried with. little expense in the way of 
handling charges. 

Another suggestion is that the British Post- 


.master-General and the L.M.S. Railway autho- 


rities could speed up the Strariraer and Larne 
route by sending the Northern Ireland and 
Scottish mails and passengers by a fast. train 
to Carlisle, and leaving the heavy Northern 


‘England mail for a second train, and at the 


same time eliminate the wait at Carlisle for 
the Scottish mails for Belfast. 
' Business men, who are seriously handi- 
capped by the present arrangement, and who 
have studied the subject closely, feel that the 
former solution is the most advantageous. 
Often the London mail is not delivered in 
Belfast until after one o'clock, giving the re: 
cipients little time to prépare their replies for 
the afternoon post.

A deputation, comprising the: manager of 
the Dundalk Company, Sir Thomas Macardle 
and Mr. James T. Magee, ditectors, ynter- 
viewed prominent Drogheda business men on 
Friday and imparted the above news to them.

A Drogheda merchant inted out that 
definite arrangements had already been made 
with the British and Irish Steam Packet 
Company to take over the service, and they 
felt themselves bound by those arrangements. 

No intimation has been received by the 
Drogheda Harbour Commissioners from the 
L.M. and 8.

DEATH OF THE FINN IN 
AMERICA. 

From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
~ NEW YORK, Saturday. 

Mr. W. R. Coe’s famous stallion, The 
Finn, who had Irish antecedents, died re- 
cently fromr colic. He was. only thirteen 
years of age, and was got by Ogden (son of 
the Irish-bred English St. Leger winner, Kil- 
warlin) out of Livania, by Star Shoot (bred 
by the late Major Eustace Loder at the Eyre- 
field Lodge Stud, Curragh). 

The Finn was’ no less successful as a 
stallion than he had been. as a racehorse. 
He headed the list of winning stallions in 
U.S’A. in 1923 with fifteen’ winners of 
twenty-three races .worth £51,278, and in 
that season thirteen yearlings by him sold at 


| public auction averaged £1,125. 


The sire of the celebrated Zev, who de- 
feated the English Derby winner, Papyrus, in 
their international match at Belmont Park 
two years ago, e Finn was. bought in 
January, 1925, by Mr. W. R. Coe from his 
joint owners, Messrs. J. E. Madden and B. B, 
Montierd Jones, -for. about $110,000, but the 
sale had taken place before Zev entered his 
outstanding series of performances, Had the 
sale been subsequently to these, the stallion’s 
price would have been probably as much as 
twice as great, 

The Finn .took part in fifty races, winning 
nineteen and being placed second or third in 
sixteen others. When a two-year-old he was 
sold to Mr. Louis. Winans, who intended 
racing him in England, but shortly after the 
deal, while competing in the Futurity Stakes, 
he was bored on to a fence and badly hurt. 
By mutual consent, his sale was cancelled. 

It will be recal that Mr. W. R. Coe 
bought in 1917 all the yearlings bred at the 
Sledmere Stud in Yorkshire, and raced them 
in U.S.A. The Finn was insured for 
£530,000, of which amount about £14,000 was

Meetings of railway workers in Dublin, 
Cork, Bray, Kilkenny and other places 
yesterday passed ‘resolutions calling upon 
the Execttive” Council of the National 
Union of Railwaymen to resist the reduc- 
tion in wages suggested by the Great 
Southern Company with all the force of 
the organisation and pledging themselves 
to stand by the Council in any action that 
they may take. 


A NEW PHASE. 


UNION PRESIDENT’S VIEW. 
. Lhe Dublin meeting, which was held in the 
Mansion House, was largely attended; and 
Mr, John Kenny, of the Irish Wages Board, 
presided. ! 

Alderman W. Dobbie, ex-Lord Mayor of 
York, President of the National Union cf 
Railwaymen, said that they were now passing 
through a new phase in the railway workers’ 
straiggle in Ireland against reduction in 
wages—a phase which, while new in modern 
trade unionism, was of such a far-reaching 
character, striking, as. it did, at the funda- 
mental principles of trade unionism so fiercely 
and strongly. that there should be no hesita- 
tion in the minds of the men in regard to the 
situation 

On three occasions, he said—oncp in the 
month of July this year, at the National 
Wa: ; Board; another time in front of the 
Executive Committee, and again in last 
August befor> the National Wages Board—the 
representatives of the workers have . turried 
down the requests of the railway companies, 
and the National Wages Board each time 
agreed that the railway companies had not 
made out their case for a reduction in Me 
wages of the Irish railwaymen. 

This one particular railway company has 
adopted a new method, a method which, if 
successfu), will undoubtedly be followed by 
the other railway companies in the country, 
and will start us on the ‘‘slippery slope “ 
back to the old conditions of railwaymen, and 
I take it that we are not going there. 


COUNCIL'S DECISION. 

That being the position, your Executive 
Council, reviewing the situation, have decided 
by. resolution to ask the railwaymen not to 
agree to the conditions. which the statement of 
the railway companies have asked you to agree 
to, 

The Great Southern Railway Company have 
said by their attitude, “ We do not believe 
the trade union representatives on. the» Na- 
tional Wages Board and on the Executive 
Committee of the N.U.R. in England, wrom 
we met there, reflect the spirit, intention, 
and desire of the rank and file.”’ 

When the trade union was negotiating 
conditions, wages, etc., in a forward direc- 
tion the Great Southern Railway or any 
cther never took a plebiscite of the men to 
see if the advances were enough. That 
being so, we challenge them-with a breach of 
faith, and we appeal to the men, in the in- 
terests of trade unionism, in the interests of 
collective bargaining, and in the interests 
of the standard of livelihood which we have 
reached, to stand together, by the trade 
union, 

COLLECTIVE ACTION. 

We are going to demonstrate to the Great 
Scuthera Railway and to the other com- 
panies that any move that we take we are 
going to take collectively, and that we are 
gong io. fake it through the recognised 
machinery ior negotiations between the trade 
union and the railway companies. We are 
asking the men individually, as weil as col- 
lectively, to repudiate to-day the statements 
of the railway c@mpany, so that they will 
have no loophole to get out. 

Meetings like this one are being held to- 
day all over the system, and when one re- 
views the situation I think that the men are 
going to. be whole-hearted and decisive in 
their reply. Further, we ask the men that, 
in refusing the statement of the railway com- 
pany, they renew their confidence in their 
union. When we opposed the railway com- 

janies Gemands at the Wages Board Mr. 
Keogh said this means the end of arbitra- 
tion and negotiation, just because 
we asked them to remem ber 
that there was agreed machinery for nego- 
tiation, and that they had no right to 
jump the pitch. 
THE UNION’S JOB. 

Mr. Kehoe intimated then, very clearly 
and definitely, that other means and methods 
we,‘ going to be tried. It makes one think, 
knowing the position of the railways, that 
if this method is successful it will be copied 
by the other railway companies. But your 
Union has been alert and alive and watching 
the situation all the time. It is our job 
to see that the statutory machinery for negotia- 
tion is used, and that is why we appeal to 
the men for solidarity, realising that this is 
the first attempt to break down that 
machinery. We want this to be the greatest 
demonstration ot solidarity of the trade union 
movement in Ircland, repudiating any sugges- 
fion to the contrary, and showing in a con- 
vincing manner that the men have. full .con- 
fidence, as well as faith, in their Union and 
its organisation. 

If, through any action or inaction of the 
men, the railway companies get an oppor- 
tunity of saying, “ Here is the result of our 
attempt to prove that the trade union does 
not. reflect the true desires of the men,” they 
would be put in a vary strong position. 


THE NATIONAL AGREEMENT. 

Mr. Cecil D. Waters, lLrish Organising 
Secretary of the National Union of Railway. 
men, declared that, by the very fact of 
issuing this circular to individual men, the 
railway company had violated the national 
agreement. If a person who belonged to the 
working class did this he would be accused 
of being “ Red ” and out for the smashing 
of all institutions. 

Talks of railway dislocation was a very 
serious matter, and certainly was not an in- 
centiva to booming trade or in the best in- 
terests of the country. People did not usually 
increase their trade or production when dis- 
location was being talked about. The stocks 
and shares depreciate ; and it was the railway 
company who were bringing all these diffi- 
culties on themselves.. If they had any pro- 
posals to make why did they not make them 
as they made them in the past’ 

The misunderstanding, he ‘said, created by 
big, influential papers such as they had in 
this country was not in the best interests of 
the country. In the /rish Times of the 2nd 
inst. there appeared the following statement 
in a leader; ' An economic crisis of the first 
magnitude is being precipitated by a trade 
union which takes its orders from London. '' 

If that is so, he asked, why is this meeting 
being held here to-day’ All your officials are 
railway -workers; your council, executive 
committee, and president also. 

At the conclusion of the meeting Mr.

CORK MEN’S PROTEST 


CLIMBERS’ FATE ON 
SNOWDON, 


SIXTY-FOOT FALL FROM 
CLIFF. 


ONE’ MAN KILLED: THE 
OTHER INJURED. 


- 


HE two mountain climbers who had 
been lost on Snowdon have been 
found. Mr. Herbert A. Carr, of Reigate, 
Surrey, says our Portmadoc Correspondent, 
was suffering from serious injuries to the 
head and had his leg fractured, and his 
companion, Mr. Van Noorden, of London, 
was dead. His head was so _ severely 
injured that his death is believed to. have 
been almost: instantaneous. Both men were 
bound by a rope when they fell. 

The missing men were discovered at dusk 
on Friday night by Mrs. -Williants, a farmer's 
wife, of Brynfforch, a holding near the Cwm- 
glas slo of Snowdon. The cattle had 
leblenal altel distance from the farm, and 
when Mrs. Williams called them she thought 
that she could hear an answering human 
voice, At first she fancied that it was an 
echo, but when she changed her ‘call the 
answering voice remained unchanged. On 
hurrying in the direction of the sound she 
found Mr. Carr terribly injured. She re- 
turned and bronght her husband, and they 
found Mr. Van Noorden lving dead near Mr. 
Carr. 

The farmer did what he could for Mr. 
Carr, while his wife hurried to get further 
assistance, Dr, Dynn. Jones, of Llanberes, 
arr’ and had Mr. Carr removed. 
He was benumbed, but the doctor restored 
his circulation, and he made good progress 
after the exhaustion caused by his three days’ 
privation and exposure in the mountains. He 
is going on as well as can be expected. 

Mr. Van Noorden’s body was removed to 
Quarry Mortuary, at Llanderis, where an in- 
quest was held on Saturday. afternoon. The 
parents of both men arrived at Beddgelert on 
Friday night. 

THE INQUEST. 

Mr. Penter Williams, Coroner for North 
Carnarvonshire, held the inquest on Stanley 
Benjamin Van Noorden, aged 21, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Van Noorden, of 20 Fitzjohn’s 
avenue, Hampstead, London, at the Quarry 
Hospital. — ' 

Mr. Peront Wyn Harris, Grasgarth, Cres- 
wich road, Acton, Middlesex, Graduate of 
Caius College, Cambridge, an.intimate friend 
of Mr. Van Noorden, said that he was staying 
with his parents and with witness at Ymwles, 
near Criccieth. Deceased had had a distin- 
cnished University career, passing from St. 
Paul’s School, London, to Clare College, Cam- 
bridge, taking first in the Natural Science 
Tripos, and had beén taking a post-graduate 
course. Mr. Van Noorden was one of the 
most distinguished climbers at Cambridge, 
being President of the Cambridge University 
Mountaineering Club. He had been climb- 
ing the Alps for three years, and recently 
qualified as a member of the Alpine Club. 
Witness and he had been climbing together 
since last June. They had had three years’ 
experience of climbing in Switzerland without 
guides, and Mr. Van Noorden had been climb- 
ing for four seasons in Snowdonia. 

He saw him last at six o'clock on Wednes- 
day morning, when he said that he intended 
to go to join, at Beddgelert, Mr. Herbert R. 
C. Carr, M.A., Oxon., F.R.G.8., a member of 
the Alpine Club and assistant master at the 
Rock Boys’ School, Reigate, Surrey. Mr. 
Van Noorden and Mr. Carr had arranged to 
climb a part of Snowdon, on the Cwmglas. or 
Lianberis, side, hitherto unclimbed, provided 
that the weather permitted. They intended 
to try a girdle traverse near the top crag oi 
‘wmglas. Van Noorden left Criceieth for 
Beddgelert, eleven miles away, by’ pedal 
bicycle, joining Mr. Carr at nine o'clock on 
Wednesday morning at Beddgelert. It was 
understood that he would return to Criccieth 
on Wednesday evening. 


THE SEARCH PARTY. 

On Thursday morning witness went to 
teddgelert, and went out with a search party 
ever the Cwmglas portion of Snowdon, with- 
out finding any trace of the missing moun- 
taineers. It transpired that they were several 
times within hailing distence of the spot 
where Carr and Van Noorden were lying, the 
search party going about three hundred yards 
to the left. Possibly, however, he was not 
conscious when they were passing. The two 
men were eventually found, one alive and one 
dead, on an unknown crag about a mile from 
the climb which they set out to make, having 
apparently abandoned that climb owing to bad 
weather. On Wednesday afternoon it was 
raining, there was a thick mist, and a strong 
wind had risen. 


AN ORDINARY CLIMBING ACCIDENT. 

Carr was in bed and, although weak from 
exposure, was quite conscious when witness 
saw him. He told witness that it was an 
ordinary climbing accident, and was not due 
to rotten rock. Carr also said that they must 
have fallen about sixty feet, and that Van 
Noorden probably died from his injnries 
within ten minutes of falling. 

Thomas Williams, quarryman, said that 
Carr was found lying between two boulders, 
and Van Noorden, who was dead, lav some 
distance away. They were joined together by 
a rope of twenty or thirty yards length. 

Dr. Wynne Jones said that Van Noorden 
had died from the head injuries which he 
received. Mr. Carr told witness that Van 
Noorden was climbing above him, and that 
he (Mr. Carr) had stretched forward his arm 
to take a grip above his head. when the 
heather gave way, and he felt himself falling. 
The next thing he found was that Van 
Noorden was also falling. Van Noorden 
probably died within ten minutes of the fall, 
his head being cut open. Carr was suffering 
from exposure and sa Írom being out on 
the mountain ’side for two nights and nearly 
three days. They were found beneath a rock 
sixty feet high. Van Noorden seemed to 
have dropped on soft ground, and then to 
have tum led over a rock on to a platform. 
Mr. Carr seemed to have slid down in an 
opposite direction and to have dropped 
behind a boulder, which prevented. his voice 
from carrying to the search party. Van 
Noorden was higher up, and fell lower, and 
must have struck his head several times, 
judging from his injuries. His left ankle 
was also injured. Mr. Carr was quite con- 
scious when witness saw him, but he dis- 
suaded him from giving details. 

The Coroner said that he was satisfied that 
it was a mountaineering accident, and that 
death was due to head injuries. That being 
so, there was no need to adjourn the inquest 
for the attendance of Mr. Carr, and he 
recorded a verdict of accidental death.

A MOMENTOUS CHOICE. 


~*~ 
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in a leading article, 7'he Tunea observes :— 
The Trades Union Congress in the annual 
assembly which begins at Scarborough to-day 
will be under obligation to examine Once 
again the principles upon .which trade union 
policy is to be based and the lines upon which 
trade union action is to be conducted. The 
Trades Union Congress is not an assembly well 
adapted for the development of constructive 
gs except under the guidance of the 

eneral Council. The General Council that 
has held office during thé past year has not 
displayed the capacity or the statesmanship 
required for such leadership. It has been too 
much taken up with the intrigues of The Red 
trade unionists against the Amsterdam Inter- 
national and in the furtherance of their de- 
structive designs. If it has observed the 
letter, it has violated the spirit of the 
authority it derived from the last Congress to 
pursue the policy of trade union unity only 
through’ the Amsterdam International. It 
has done what it could, at the behest of Mr. 
Purcell and Mr. Hicks, to promote the idea of 
class warfare and to prepare the way for it. 
Its distinctive policy, if it can be expressed 
in a word, is the policy of ‘overthrow. 

The Trades Union Congress has to 
decide whether or not it will ap- 
prove these destructive aims and follow 
these dangerous courses. The choice lies 
between destruction and construction, between 
co-operation and the class war. Stability and 
safety alike depend upon a repudiation and 
reversal of the policy which derives its cue 
and its inspiration from Moscow. The Con- 
gress will probably be able to do no more than 
take broad decisions. The interests of trade 
unionists. themselves and the welfare of the 
varied industry which makes England great 
require that those decisions should be as 
definite as sane, so that the General Council 
of next year may be finally debarred from 
cherishing designs of class warfare which are 
but the harbingers of revolution, starvation 
and chaos. 

It appears not unlikely that in the near 
future the General Council will be entrusted 
with greater powers of control over trade- 
union poliey and the direction of industrial 
disputes. Power and responsibility are in 
direct proportion. Before power is added to 
power ‘the Congress should be well assured 
that it is placed in the hands of custodians 
who can be trusted.

His first thought was to see if there were 
any women or children in the house. He 
.scended to the top floor and found a couple

The kidnapping of six-year-old Mary Daly, 
the daughter of Mr. Davis Daly, the 
millionaire, President of the Washington 
Hardware Company, is providing this crime- 
swept city with a new mystery. 

On Saturday the little girl was snatched 
away by an unknown man while playing. on 
the lawn in front of the Montclair, New 
Jersey, the home of Mr. Joseph V. Bower, 
Vice-President of the New York Trust Com- 
pany. The child was carried off m a motor 
car, which has been identified as belonging 
to Raymond Pierce, a negro taxi-cab driver. 

Before nightfall Pierce's body was found 
behind a clump of bushes near Paterson, New 
Jersey, having been shot several times 
through the brain. He had been dead some 
hours. That he was killed before the kid- 
napping took place has been established by 
autopsy, 

The police believe that Pierce was shot by 
the men who made use of his car, hoping 
to mistead pursuers by that ruse, Cireum- 
stances under which the abduction occurred 
lead the athorities to suspect that it may be 
the work of the notorious Phillip ‘Knapp, 
whose crimes for sport have placed him in 
the category of the’ famous Loeb-Leopold 
murderers. , 

Knapp is wanted for the murder of a taxi- 
cab driver, whom he shot this spring on a 
lonely Long Island road, after ordering the 
driver to take him there as a passenger. 

Mr. John Santine, an emplové at the Bower 
House, chased the kidnappers’ car for ten 
miles, stopping to pick up two men, whose 
assistance be asked. With Santine at the 
wheel, the pursuers managed to overtake the 
motor in which little Mary Daly was being 
abducted. Driving with one hand, the kid- 
napper opened fire, hitting and seriously 
wounding Santine. 

The State police have been called out, and 
automobile and motor cycle squads are now 
ransacking the country, so far without result. 

This morning young Harrison Noel, the son 
of Mr. Dix Noel, a prominent New York 
lawyer, was summonel to police headquarters 
to explain why his motor car was seen near 
the woods, where the machine used by the 
kidnapper was found after it was abandoned 
last night. 

The child's parents have received mo 
threatening letters nor demands for ransom 
money. Acroplanes, bloodhounds and detach- 
ments of mounted constabulary will be pressed 
into service in the search this afternoon, 


REMARKABLE DUBLIN 
SHOOTING CASE. 
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STORY OF FACTION/FIGHT. 

Joseph Farrell, aged 25, wine porter, of 25 
(Gloucester place, Dublin, was admitted to 
Jervis Street Hospital at three o clock yester- 
day morning, suftering from a bullet wound 
in the back. The bullet had entered the 
mai - of his back, and taken a downward 
course, lodging in the back of his leg, a, little 
above the knee. 

When asked yesterday how he received the 
wound, Farrell told a remarkable story to 
the housé surgeon of the hospital. 

it appears that in the Gloucester place 
district where he resides a faction fight took 
place at about midnight on Saturday. It 
continued until two o'clock in the morning, 
when he went out to buy some cigarettes. 


‘He had not gone far when a man, about 


thirty years of age, asked him what he was 
doing, and, before he knew where he was, 
seized and pitched his cap into the area of 
Gloucester ‘‘ Diamond.”’ Farrell went over 
the railings to get it. When he returned the 
man w:) had thrown his cap into the area 
pulled out a small brassy-looking revolver 
and fired at him. He fell off the -railing, 
became unconscious, and when he came to 
he was in hospital. 

The police are investigating the occurrence. 

POLICE ACCOUNT. 

The -olice version of the incident states 
that a man who attempted to escape from 
a party of armed police when called upon 
to stop, was shot in Gloucester place, Dublin, 
early yesterday morning. He was wounded 
in the back, and when admitted to Jervis 
Street Hospital he gave his name as Joseph 
Farrell, of Gloucester place. 

lt appears that between 4 and 5 o clock 
in the morning three plain-clothes policemen 
who were on armed duty at the port, were 
returnina to Store street Station, when they 
saw two men walking along Gloucester place 
in their stockings. They called upon the men 
to halt, but both ran away and jumped into 
the area of one of the houses. The police 
ran over to the railings, and one of them 
fired at the two men. He wounded one, but 
the man got into the house and 
esc aped through the back.

A romantic story is reported from Mill- 
port, a popular Clyde resort, on the island of 
Cumbrae, involving a young Scottish couple 
who are reported to have eloped. Unknown 
to their parents, the couple are stated to 
have left their homes at the same time, and 
to have been married in Belfast. After 
staving at several resorts they arrived at 
Millpert. They stayed at a hotel, and left. 
stating that they were setting out for a walk 
round the island. 

Shortly afterwards a police sergeant ar- 
tived to make inguiries regarding the two 
guests. The hotel proprietor and a con- 
stable took steamer to Keppel Pier, on the 
cpposite side of the bay, and on arrival they 
observed the couple on the pier. ‘The visitors 
at once made off over the hill. 

Two hours later two yachtsmen sitting on 
the shore were surprised to see a couple 
hoard their yacht from a rowing beat. The 
vachtsmen rowed out in a dinghy, and as 
they approached their craft a young man, in 
the attire of an officer of the Mercantile 
Marine, on board the yacht, ordered them to 
halt.

If there is going 
to be any benefit derived from the railways, 
and we have no reason to believe that there 
will not be im the future, it should be to the 
advantage of thé workers and the. public 
generally. If those people are not in a posi- 
tion to carry on the railways then the State 
can carry thém on, and ‘benefits will be 
derived from. it, 

The Chairman (Mr, T. Maher, T.C.), said 
that a feeling prévailed amongst members 
that if they did mot agree to a cut In wages 
the working heurs would be reduced. 

Mr. Conbery replied that if the company 
were prepared to violate the guaranteed 
week, a fight would be made against it too. 
If the company desired, to have any changes 
made they would have to go through the 
machinery that had been set up: otherwise 
it was mot im accordance with the Act of 
Parliament. There was no danger of the 
railways. being closed down, as they were a 
national asset.

Cottage Rents Teo High.—At the monthly 
meeting of the Largan Rural District Cownci 
on Saturday, Mr, ames Walsh, J.P. (Chair- 
man), presiding, the Northern Ministry of 
Home Affairs wrote asking in connection with 
the proposed new letting regulations for 
labourers’ cottages in the district how the 
figure of £22 lis. 6d., which, it was stated, 
represented the annual charge en each of the 
new houses, was arrived at. The Ministry 
also forwarded a copy of a letter they had 
received from Mr, Andrew Campbell, 
soli¢itor, Lurgan, protesting, on behalf of a 
number of applicants, against the proposed 
cottage rent of 8s. a week, fixed by the 
Council, in respect of the 21 new labourers’ 
cottages. In his letter to the Ministry, Mr. 
Campbell pointed out that the amount, 8s. 
per week, was more than ‘three times the 
rent charged for the cottages built in 1915 
under the same scheme, though the latter 
were much larger and better houses. He 
asked them not to sanction such a rent, If 
such an exorbitant rent were charged it 
would only mean that labourers for whom 
the cottages were intended, under the 
Labourers’ Acts, conid not afford to take 
them, and the cottages would be left on the 
Council’s hands, or i to persons for whom 
they were never intended. Some of the 
councillors present thought that 8s. a week 
was quite too high. No action was taken, 
but the Clerk was imstructed to furnish the 
information asked for by the Ministry.

Mr. Liam O’Brien, University College, Gai- 
way—-I deprecated the change at first, but on 
further examination, and having tead Mr.

To my mind, it is not consistent with 
our national position that a body in London, 
subservient to the English Privy Council, 
should have the power to declare.an Irish 
doctor in Ireland, who has nevét been in 
England, guilty of misconduct’ and prevent 
him from practising in Ireland. [ ‘cannot see 
where the disastrous results are to come 
from. H Irish doctors and dockers 
have been able to work in England, it is 
because they were needed, and they will con- 
tinue to be appointed there so long as they 
are needed. Are you so sure that all medical 
opinion in Ireland outside Galway ‘is aguinst 
this change’ What is the significance of the 
silence of the most prominent Catholic 
medical men in Dublin, on the subject?

More information should be- given 
the people before the change is made, 

Mr. M. F. O’Hanlon—At a meeting of the 
Senate Election Committee of thé Fabimers’ 
Party, held on the 16th July, it was wnani- 
mously decided that no answers be given by 
our Farmers’ Party candidates. in response to 
queries submitted by individuals or organisa- 
tions in connection with the forthcoming 
Senate election.

MEETING IN SUPPORT 
WILLIAM HICKIE. 


, British ex-Service men at Killester, Dub- 
lin, last Saturday évening held a meeting in 
support. of Genera! Sir William Hickie’s 
candidature at the Free State Senate elec- 
lions. Mr. W, D. M‘Lean presided. 

Sir Edward Bellingham, the first. speaker, 
said that the ex-Service men acting 
together would be the deciding factor in 
the election, Their number in the Free State 
was 187,000, and most of them had wives, 
who were also voters. As it was expected 
that not more than half a million persons 
would vote, the ex-Service: men, with over 
200,000 votes, held a political power, if they 
choose to exercise it by voting in a solid 
body. 

Major Bryan Cooper; T:D., said thi he 
came there to give the ex-Service men two 
advices, The first was to-be sure to exercise 
their franthiséy and the second to” vote for 
the ¢andidate who maxes the fewest pro- 
mises, He was filled with astonishment on 
reading some of the statements, made by 
candidates. A favourite: promise was that 
the candidate would cut down expenditure 
and taxation. The Senate had no power 
over expenditure, yet promises that they 
would try to reduce taxation were being 
made by men who had -been Senators for 
three years. [t looked as if those men had 
rever read the Constitution that they were 
supposed to be trying to. administer. . The 
coming election gave the ex-Service 
change of showing to the country that they 
had done as good service for Ireland as any- 
one else. 

“ THE SOLDIER'S FRIEND.” 
Edward Coey Bigger, another candi 
appealed to ex-Service men to elect 
their leader in France at the head of the poll, 
as they could do by voting together for their 
old Gereral. He himself was going forward 
as an expert in public health matters, whose 
lite’s work had beep associated largely with 
the welfare of mothers and children. 

Major Lefroy said that what was wanted 
to the Government of the Free 
State that the British ex-Service men are a 
power in the land. ‘They would do that by 
each one of them and his wife giving a first 
preference vote to General Hickie, the sol- 
dier’s friend. 

Sir Simon Maddock advised his hearers not 
to vote for anyone they did not know. 

General Hickie said that he refused the 
offer of a nomination for the Senate panel 
until he was convinced that, if he. were 
elected, he would be able to do more for the 
cause that he had at heart—that of the men 
whem he lad in France. He was seeking to 
enter politics at his time of life because he 
had been persuaded that Senator Hickie 
would have more iwiluence with the powers 
that be than had Major-General Hickie, Jate 
Commander of the 16th Irish Division in 
France. At the same time he went forward 
only on the understanding that there would 
be no electioneering propaganda carried on in 
his name. If the ex-Service men recognised 
that he could be of use to them in the Senate 
they could voté for mm. He stood in that 
position and no other, 

Ex-Service men and those acting for, them 
were getting down to the housing and land 
question after many weary delays and inter- 
views with the authorities in London. Now 
it was been brought home to those in 
authority that the rents charged ex-Service 
men were extortionate and: disgraceful. 

A TRIBUTE TO THE PRESIDENT. 

“We have, he went on, “lately found a 
wew friend in President Cosgrave, who recog- 
nised that we ex-Service men are Irishmen, 
and~ deserving of his golicitude. President 
Cosgrave and his Ministers have done more 
for us with the Treasury and the Colonia! 
Office in a few hours than we were able to do 
ourselves in three yearg. (Loud_applause.) 

WAR CASUALTIES. 

Three hundred thousand Irishmen out of a 
sopulation of four millions served with the 
British, without counting the 500,000 Irish- 
born men who had joined from other coun- 
tries. The casualties of the different coun- 
tries had been worked out, and they were 
in the British Isles 1 for every 25 of the 

»ypulation, Canada 1 for 24, Australia 1 for 
5, Newfoundland 1 for 40, and so on. The 
proportion for Ireland was 1 for every 20 of 
the population. That was one reason why 
the ex-soldiers of Ireland deserved direct re- 
presentation in the Senate of the Parliament 
of their native land. 

CAPTAIN HARRISON'S APPEAL. 

Captain Henry Harrison, who is himself a 
eandidate for the Senate, said that the 
Trish soldiers who served in the war were, 
except for a few months in the winter of 
1914, regarded as step-children both in, Ire- 
land and in England. They were not allowed 
to serve with the units that they volunteered 
for, nor were they allowed to use the flags 
embroidered for those units by their women- 
folk at home. Ireland held the finest war 
record of any country whose men: were not 
conscripted. The time had now come when 
the Irish ex-soldiers had an opportunity of 
resuming their proper place as citizens in the 
affairs of. their country. That opportunity 
would materjalise if they all got together and 
returned General Hickie at the head of the 
poll to be their spokesman.

NATIONS.

“The position, in 
effect, is that the Treaty \has been registered, 
but one party thereto has intimated that. it 
dees not think there was any .obligation on 
either party to have it registered. The inte!

These attempts to preserve intact a sort of 
domestic jurisdiction without distinction 
between Britain's dependencies and Britain s 
partners were countered by the vigilance of 
our representative in Geneva, who secured the 
addition of an article declaring that nothing 
in the agreements should in any way impal 
the rights of States-members of the League. 
There can, of course, be no question that the 
Saorstat is a State-member. On a third 
oecasion—the recent convention on the traffic 
in arms—the British abandoned the fruitless 
attempt to preserve domestic jurisdiction, and 
made it plain that the omission of the restric- 
tion inserted and thén mallified on the previous 
occasions was not accidental, but deliberate. 

[ write, unfortunately, without access to 
the texts, but 1 believe I have stated the 
position accurately, This experience gives 
ground for believing that the Saorstat, rely- 
ing, as it cam, on the support of the Dominions 
and the smaller nations generally, will be able 
successfully to resist any future attempts by 
Britain to wéaken Our connection with, and 
support from, the League., The belated letter 
of Mr. Baldwin's Government may, therefore, 
I suggest, be taken as no more than a not 
very ho ful attempt to get something on 
record that might have a chance of turning 
out useful in the future. -We are in the 
stronger position because the Treaty has been 
registered, and Britain will be in the positiog 
of trying to undo something already done.

Sin,—The time has come for the directors 
to consider the advisability of scrapping the 
smaller wayside lines and adapting auxiliary 
motor services. Heretofore the railway cone- 
panies had a practical monopoly of tratiic, 
but the advent of motor. transport tends to 
revolutionise the carrying business im every 
country. 1t has just been announced that 
the German railwavs, have become allied wita 
automobile com #F ies, so as to be able to 
carry on successtully; and a recent issue of 
your paper coutains a report of a paper read 
v Professor Stephenson at the meeting of 
the Br ish Association suggesting that it is 
time for the English railways to consider the 
same problem.
